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Mississippi  Palisades  State  Park,  north  of  Sa¬ 
vanna  in  Carroll  County  on  Route  84  was  acquired 
by  the  State  of  Illinois  for  its  beauty  and  adapt¬ 
ability  as  a  recreation  ground.  The  park  takes  its 
name  from  the  vertical  columns  of  rock  which  bor¬ 
der  the  Mississippi  River  in  this  region,  and  which 
form  the  park's  western  boundary. 

Visitors  to  this  park  will  find  natural  beauty  in 
profusion.  Magnificent  views  of  the  Mississippi 
greet  one  from  the  Palisades,  while  from  the  river 
level  the  Palisades  themselves,  with  their  fantastic 
resemblances,  offer  rare  sights.  The  Indian  Head 
has  a  startling  resemblance  to  the  facial  character¬ 
istics  of  the  Indian.  A  cliff  farther  north  in  the  form 
of  a  pair  of  tall  separated  columns  is  called  the 
Twin  Sisters. 
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Persons  interested  in  geology  will  find  in  the  rock 
formations  in  the  park  an  abundance  of  material  for  study; 
lovers  of  plant  life  will  find  great  diversity.  The  deep 
ravines  are  filled  with  ferns,  and  the  bases  of  the  cliffs  are 
covered  with  rare  and  interesting  plants  not  to  be  found 
elsewhere  in  this  section  of  Illinois.  Shrubs  and  vines 
abound. 

Scattered  through  the  park  are  numerous  Indian 
mounds.  Those  which  have  been  opened  have  yielded 
arrowheads,  pottery  and  other  artifacts.  Trails  are  anoth¬ 
er  evidence  of  the  long  continued  Indian  occupation  of 
this  region.  Worn  hard  and  deep  by  the  white  settlers 
who  followed  the  routes  of  their  predecessors,  they  still 
exist  in  numerous  places  in  the  park. 

The  park  comprises  1 ,500  acres.  Fifteen  miles  of  foot 
trails  carry  the  hiker  to  the  crest  of  the  Palisades  and 
through  other  picturesque  areas.  There  are  picnic  areas 
with  stoves,  benches  and  tables,  and  near  the  heart  of  the 
park,  a  concession  house  where  light  refreshments  may 
be  bought.  There  are  areas  for  overnight  camping.

SAVANNA'S  HERITAGE  IS  DRAWN 
FROM  PIONEERING  SPIRIT 

It  was  the  afternoon  of  November  4,  1 828,  when  a  wagon 
drawn  by  a  team  of  oxen  first  lumbered  out  on  the  bluffs 
above  Savanna,  and  Aaron  Pierce  and  his  wife  and  four 
children  looked  down  to  the  beautiful  valley  along  the  wide 
Mississippi  which  was  to  become  their  home. 

The  precarious  descent  was  made  down  from  the  ridge 
just  north  of  the  pinnacle  where  the  Savanna  City  Hospital 
now  stands.  A  tree  was  tied  to  the  wagon  wheels  to  keep 
the  wagon  from  going  down  too  rapidly. 

The  Pierce  family  spent  their  first  night  in  a  big  aban¬ 
doned  Indian  wigwam  which  had  been  used  as  a  council 
house  by  the  natives.  They  were  soon  joined  by  two  other 
families  who  came  down  the  Mississippi  in  flatboats,  and  the 
city  of  Savanna  began  to  grow. 

One  can  stand  on  the  same  bluffs  today  and  feel  some 
of  the  same  inspiraiion  which  those  early  pioneers  felt. 
Where  there  was  once  a  valley  with  virgin  timber  and  grassy 
vales,  there  is  now  a  thriving  city. 


SAVANNA  EARNS  ITS  TITLE, 
'CROSSROADS  OF  THE  MIDWEST' 


Aptly  called  the  "crossroads  of  the  Midwest," 
Savanna  is  the  most  accessible  Mississippi  River  rec¬ 
reation  area  in  mid-America.  It  can  be  reached  with 
ease  by  almost  any  means  of  transportation. 


BY  CAR  -  U.  S.  Highway  52  and  Illinois  Highways 
64  and  84  converge  on  Savanna  from  north,  south, 
east  and  west. 

BY  TRAIN  -  Savanna  is  the  first  scheduled  stop 
west  of  the  Chicago  area  on  the  main  lines  of  the 
Milwaukee,  Burlington,  Union  Pacific,  Great  Northern 
and  Northern  Pacific  railroads,  with  many  crack  pas¬ 
senger  trains  in  and  out  daily.  This  puts  Savanna 
recreation  a  scant  two  hours  from  downtown  Chicago. 

BY  AIR  .  Savanna's  municipal  airport  accommo¬ 
dates  nearly  all  sizes  of  pleasure  aircraft  with  a  3,000 
foot  runway,  2,500  feet  paved  and  500  feet  grass. 

BY  BUS  -  Daily  bus  service  by  Scenic  Stage  Lines 
interconnects  to  any  point  in  the  country. 

BY  WATER  -  Savanna  lies  at  mile  537  north  of 
Cairo  on  the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi  channel,  half¬ 
way  between  lock  and  dam  12  and  13. 
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From  the  breathtaking  beauty  of  Mississippi  Palisades 
State  Park  to  the  adventure-packed  reaches  of  the  mighty 
Mississippi  River,  the  Savanna  area  is  brim  full  of  recre¬ 
ational  thrills. 

Over  600,000  visitors  annually  hike  the  park's  miles  of 
foot  trails,  climb  its  lofty  palisades,  camp  in  its  spacious 
valleys  and  picnic  in  its  unspoiled  natural  beauty. 

High  atop  the  massive  palisades  they  view  the  broad 
e/pan'^  of  the  Mississippi  and  its  tranquil  backwaters, 
paradise  for  fishermen.

Boats  are  launched  at  Savanna's  free  public  launching 
ramp  or  at  the  Miller's  Hollow  launching  ramp  at  Palisades 
Park.  Two  marinas  offer  complete  marine  service  and  fadli- 
ties. 

At  the  waterfront,  Marquette  Park  offers  picnic  facilities 
for  those  who  prefer  to  be  spectators  rather  than  partici¬ 
pants  in  aquatic  activity.  Completely-equipped  Old  Mill 
Park,  sporty  golfing,  a  municipal  swimming  pool  and  horse¬ 
back  riding  at  Palisades  Park  offer  further  recreational 
diversions. 

Each  fall.  Savanna's  sky  is  darkened  by  thousands  of 
ducks  and  geese  which  annually  travel  down  the  Mississippi 
flyway.  This  makes  the  Savanna  area  one  of  the  nation  s 
foremost  duck  hunting  regions. 

And,  added  to  that,  Carroll  County  ranks  second  in  the 
state  in  its  annual  deer  kill.
